live and spent his leave there visiting 
relatives. _ 

The story of Alfred’s adventures i. 
best told in an aiticle which appeared 
in a Montreal paper, a copy oi which 
was sent to Mr. Sam Goldthorpe in 
Glossop. Despite the fact that they 
had received official notification from 
the war office t..at Alfred was missing 
and though they had not heard from 
him for four months, his family did 
not give up and had conviction that 
they would hear from him. They were 
rignt. They received a letter from the 
lnternat’l Red Cross in Switzerland 
saying in guarded terms that Alfreu 
was well and was preparing for wintei 
and wanted news from home. They did 
not know wheie he was but some time 
later they received a letter from a 
soldier in England who iiad been in¬ 
terned with Alfred and wiio bad man¬ 
aged to get out. He told them Alfred 
was interned in Spain but they were 
not to worry. Later the family receiv¬ 
ed two letters in quick succession from 
Alfred himself, one postmarked “Gib¬ 
raltar” and the other from his depot 
in Scotland. In this letter he told the 
story of his adventure. Alfred was 
wounded and taken prisoner'during 
the battle of France. A French wo¬ 
man assisted him .to break camp and 
make his way into Spain. There he 
was interned for three months. The 
letter did not make it clear whether 
he escaped or was freed in Spain, but 
he reached Gibraltar from where he 
sailed to England and reported to his 
regimental headquarters in Scotland. 
Alfred did say that France was no pic¬ 
nic and was enough to make the Old 
Soldiers turn in' their graves. 

He is trying to transfer to a Cana¬ 
dian unit as he wants to be among his 
fellow countrymen. Alfred Goldthorpe 
is a relation of J. K. Goldthorpe and 
J. R. and H. Goldthorpe, each of whom 
has farmed in the Buffalo Hills dist¬ 
rict near Vulcan for many years.

FINANCIAL STATEMENT SHOWS 
TOWN OF VULCAN IN 
SPLENDID SHAPE 


The annual meeting of the Town of 
Vulcan was held in the I.O.O.F. hall on 
Friday evening, January 29, with a 
very disappointing, number in attend¬ 
ance. The financial statement for 1941 
was read and discussed. 

The figures given showed the town 
:o be in excellent condition financially, 
reflecting great credit on the council¬ 
lors and secretary. The town is free 
of all debt and the statement showed 
a surplus of assets over liabilities of 
$40,374.95. Cash on hand and in banks 
at December 31, 1940 was $2,291.17. 
At December 31, 1941 this figure had 
increased to $3,020.63 or an increase 
of $1,029.36. In addition to this the 
town has purchased a Dominion bond 
of $1000. This brings the increase for 
1941 to $2,039.36. 

In addition to the usual work in up¬ 
keep and repairs for 1941, several 
blocks were gravelled and made ready 
for new sidewalks. These will be com¬ 
pleted in the spring.

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The Purchase of Sugar is 
Now Regulated by Law

y\ s a prudent precaution, the quantity of sugar which may lawfully be consumed 
in any household is now restricted by law to an amount of three-quarters of 
one pound per person per week, and it is now unlawful to purchase more than two 
weeks’" supply at any one time or to make any purchase if present supplies are 
sufficient for more than two weeks. 

This step has been taken to conserve tne satisfactory reserve stock of sugar in 
Canada and is an assurance to the consumer that there is no reason for heavy 
haying of sugar. ' . 

Ration coupons will not be used to enforce the sugar limitations in Canada. The 
Supply of sugar in our country has been under control for more than two and a 
half years and the homekcepcr has always been able to satisfy her needs; she will 
continue to be able to do so and the price ceiling law protects her against any 
increase in price. 

* 

The maintenance of the new regulation governing the purchase of sugar 
rests, as the success of all laws in a democratic country must rest, upon the 
loyal support of the peop^eTXny consumption of sugar in excess of the quantity 
stipulated by this regulation is not only an offence against the law, but is also 
a betrayal of the war effort ami consequently an offence against decency. 

Reports received from retailers indicate that in some districts there has been 
misunderstanding of the requirements of the law. In some cases, people are under 
the impression that they should at once lay in a sufficient supply for two weeks; this 
of course is not necessary because a continued supply of sugar is assured. In other 
cases it has been assumed that a greatly restricted ration is to be- made effective in the 
near future. "This is incorrect becayse The Wartime Prices and Trade Board has 
already stated that the sugar supply situation is such that requirements of the 
consumer at the rate of three-quarters of a pound per week can readily be supplied. 

As a means of protecting consumers from unknowingly breaking the law, it is 
suggested to retailers that, for the present, they limit sales to any one customer to 
an amount of not more than five pounds.

Netherlands Ea.-t Indies is threat¬ 
ened near the capita.l_of Batavia. At¬ 
tack centred on West Borneo, Bangka 
island (near Sumatra)- and the Java 
sea. Last week a heavy toll of .fap- 
ane.-e craft was taken in the Macassar 
strait by American aid Netherlands 
sea aud air power. 

General MacArthur grimly mar¬ 
shalling forces on Bataan peninsula 
las repulsed Japanese attack and it is 
expected that advance is halted for 
the time being. 

But it is admitted that command of 
the south-west Pacific is in Japanese 
hands for the time being. , 

British, ships have brought a large 
convoy .-afely to Singapo.e with re-en¬ 
forcements and supplies. The U.S. 
fleet has struck fiercely at Jap island 
bases which menace supply lines from 
Britain to Australia. 

Australia in this crisis is launching 
an immense airplane scheme. Premier 
Curten resents rumor- of hostility to 
the British tie and qr.y suggestion of 
cleavage. Former Premier Menzies is 
severely criticized for neglect of es¬ 
sential servftes in proper defence. 

Set Backs in Libya 

British retreats in Libya are attrib¬ 
uted to higher gun power of Rom¬ 
mel’s tanks, and lack of tank fighting 
aircraft on the British side. The Ger¬ 
man push in Libya has pressed back 
the British to engagements 100 miles 
northeast of Bengasi. To the south¬ 
east of Bengasi Imperial mobile col¬ 
umns are on the offensive, and British 
naval planes have destroyed Axis 
tanker and supply ships enroute to 
North Africa. 

There is speculation on the loyalty 
of King Farouk of Egypt to the Brit¬ 
ish government, it is said that his 
loyalty is by no means above suspic¬ 
ion. The British government wouia 
support the constitutionalism of 
Egypt against an attempted autocra¬ 
tic government. 

Soviet Successes 

Continuing Soviet successes go far 
to outweigh the British .^Ftbacks in 
Libya. For the first time in some 
weeks, however, the Russians have 
had a set back. This is in the east 
part of the Crimea. Against thus min¬ 
or halt, great Russian successes con¬ 
tinue from Leningrad to the Crimea. 
A 55-mile advance Iris been made in 
a large sector of the Ukraine, and a 
battalion of Nazi Elite Guards was 
wiped out. Encirclement of German 
in the Donet’s Basin and along the 
•Sea of Azov is one aim. The whole 
Donets area and the Dnieper dam have 
been recaptured. Smolensk has been 
seized. An entire railway line has 
been reopened and coal is again mov¬ 
ing from Donets to factories in the 
Moscow area. Russ’nns are nearing 
Kharkov in t^e Ukraine. The Russians 
say in extermination of masses of 
German troops “Eve";,’ German we kill 
now is two less to dime against us in 
the spring.”

Summary of Sugar Rationing Regulations 


1. The ration is % pounds per person per week, 
including adults, children and infants, members of the 
family, boarders, servants, and guests who remain for 
four days or more. 

2 . Purchase your sugar in the ordinary way, but not 
more than two weeks’ supply at a time. No coupons, 
stamps or tickets are required. 

3 . Do not purchase any sugar if you have two weeks’ 
or more supply on hand. 

4 . Persons in remote areas w ho are not able to buy 
every week or two weeks may continue to buy more 
thgn two weeks’ supply at a time, but should measure 
their consumption at the ration rate, namely pounds 
per person per week. 

5. Lumber ramps and other firms providing board 
for their employees must see that consumption' is 
restricted to % pounds, per week per person, effective 
immediately. 


6 . Economize on sugar in every- way you can; some 
people can get along on less than the ration. Persons 
dining in hotels, restaurants, etc., are expected to 
restrict their sugar consumption. 

7 . Additional supplies of sugar will be made available 
for home preserving and canning. 

8 . The restriction applies only to cane and beet 
sugars of all kinds—granulated sugar, icing sugar, fruit 
sugar, brown sugar, raw sugar, etc. 

9 . Industrial users of sugar, hospitals and other 
institutions, hotels and restaurants, will be advised by 
the Sugar Administrator how die sugar restrictions 
Will affect them. 

10 . Retailers are entitled to refuse sale or to limit 
sales to any person they have reason to believe is 
attempting to disregard this law.

FARM MACHINERY 
TO BE SCARCE 


Local dealers urge customers for 
self-protection to figure needs 
' now for whole season 


ment dealers, and from representa¬ 
tives of all farm machine factories 
comes warning to farmers that it is 
imperative that they get any orders 
for new equipment or repairs in as 
early as possible. 

Everyone can see what is happen¬ 
ing in other lines in the way of re¬ 
strictions. Fair notice has been giv¬ 
en by the government and by all con¬ 
nected with the implement business, 
hat there is reduction in output from 
factories and that certain types of 
.machinery or attachments may be 
eliminated from manufacture. 

There is no question that there is 
going to be shortage of new machine.-, 
available, and also shortage in re-- 
1 airs. Naturally the man who orders 
first is the one who will have his order 
filled first. 

The machinery factories are turning 
o ever greater degree to manufacture 
of war materials, thus reducing their 
farm output. There is the increasing 
difficulty of securing certain metals 
i.eieesaryj and the possibility that 
these will not be available later on. 

Other factors which point to the 
necessity for an early estimate on re¬ 
quirements for spring, and for next 
summer have to do with distribution. 
Not only is there loss of skilled work¬ 
men in factories, but also a possible 
slow up in distributing houses. Every 
phase of the business from factory to 
farmers is being affected to some de¬ 
gree by enlistments, reduced staffs 
or changed staffs. This may mean a 
slow-up in having orders filled; de¬ 
lays all along the line, which will be 
felt most seriously by the man who 
delays his ordering till he actually 
needs the machine or parts. 

There will be no changb in price 
this year on implements, as these are 
governed by the price ceiling. . 

One new provision is that trade-ins 
will not be considered in lieu Of'cash. 
Not less than 40'/< of the selling price 
of farm equipment must be p#id in 
cash on delivery, and the balance 
cleaned up by" 24 months. When a 
trade-in is part of the deal, the

Probable shortage of labor must be 
considered, and will no doubt increase 
demand for any new machinery de¬ 
signed for one man operation. It is 
said there are now one-man combines. 
The market for all types of mechan¬ 
ized machinery promises to be strong, 
with demand likely to exceed supply. 
For example, tractors in use in Can¬ 
ada come mainly from United States,, 
and the manufacturers there are per¬ 
mitted to produce only 80% of their 
1940 output, provided they can get the 
material necessary to turn out this 
amount. 

In respect to farm repairs it is un¬ 
derstood that local dealers are faiMy 
well stocked, and that western ware¬ 
houses generally have quite a supply 
available. Steel for repairs for exist¬ 
ing farm equipment is 'assured by the 
steel controller. The repair business 
this year. Bat this supply may be ex¬ 
hausted under increased demand. 

The warning comes to farmers from 
every informed source—do not delay 
in estimating your farm needs for the 
coming year. Get orders for new ma¬ 
chinery or for repairs in early. Only 
so can there be assurance that these 
needs will be filled.

Starting April 1 

_* 

Allowance to be Between 300 
and 380 Gallons a Year for 
Non-essential Driving 


Car drivers will have a basic year¬ 
ly allowance of from 300 to 380 gal¬ 
lons of gasoline. This is for the “non- 
essential.” 

The.e are other categories with lar¬ 
ger allowances. Theie is no guarantee, 
.'.owever, that the consumption foi 
pleasure cars may not be reduced in 
the year. Rationing is on a quarterly 
>asis with the biggest allowance in 
lummer months. Ration books are to 
le divided into 60 units, each repre- 
enting a 5-gallon unit. Half a coupon 
will represent 2% gallons. The cou- 
lon books will cost ? 1.00. 

In the quarter from April to June, 
the allotment is 16 units; from July 
to September 19 units; from Octobe 
o December,16 units; from January 
43 to March 10 units. This is the non- 
essential basis. 

The total pleasure car mileage for 
he year is estimated at about 5400 
miles.

Suc¬ 
ceeding categories classify cars foi 
essentia! driving,- and their ration 
books will designate the category t 
which they belong. 

Category B 1 includes rural schoo’ 
teachers, farmers without truck, 
clergymen, surgeons, fire or police or¬ 
ganizations. 

B2—Employees of industrial plants. 
Hying schools. 

—Category 1C—Includes gov’t officials 
driving cars on gov’t business, urban 
ommercial tiavellers, new’s reporters, 
press photographers; physicians and 
surgeons, drugless healers, rural un¬ 
dertakers, etc. 

Category D—More gov’t inspectors. 
Red Cross officials and welfare work¬ 
ers.

Canada's Gift 
To Great Britain 

Outright Gift of a Billion 
Dollars Made in Food Sup¬ 
plies and Munitions to Great 
Britain by Canada 

Recently it was announced by 
Prime Minister King that Canada is to 
make a gift of- a billion dollars in 
food and munitions to Great Britain. 
This is to meet Britain’s shortage of 
Canadian dollars. 

This represents a gift such as has 
never before been made by any Do¬ 
minion, and is a-.tually over half what 
Canada spent during the last war. 

Commenting on this tremendous 
contribution from this country, the 
London Times says the proposal “will 
strike the imagination of the ordinary 
citizen . it is a“magnificent testi¬ 
mony to the depth of the Canadian 
conviction that all are fighting in one 
cause and that the fight cart be won 
only by pooling all the resources of 
ill the countries, 'engaged and using 
them in any way that may be most 
ffect'r. e for the common purpose," 

The Financial News said: “ .. . This 
.ifco ition of any financial obligation .. 
.espert of future assistance tv Britain 
represents She most complete accept¬ 
ance of the financial implications of 
full partnership in total warfare. . . . 
This country has every reason to be 
abundantly thankful for the readiness 
with which the Dominion has should¬ 
ered full share of the financial bur¬ 
den.” 

The Alberta School Trustees’ As¬ 
sociation has asked a reduction of 
Normal school fees from $100 to $25. 
This is due to threatened shortage of 
teachers.

Premier Mackenzie King’s reason 
~o ■ not putting conscription into force 
is that he pledged his word at the last 
general election that he would first 
consult the people. 

War conditions have vastly changed 
since then—the enemy is at our gates. 
Is it the time to ask people if they 
will continue to fight, when our very 
existence depends on immediately ac¬ 
tion ? 

Submitting the question to a refer¬ 
endum is not only wasting time, it is 
wasting energy and money in a use¬ 
less gesture, merely That for political 
considerations Premier King may 
save his face. He told Prime Minister 
Churchill that Canada was out for to¬ 
tal war. But evidently the interests 
if the Liberal party rank first. 

Throughout Canada representative 
bodies, .including many municipal 
councils, have endorsed the action of 
the Canadian Legion urging the gov¬ 
ernment to put conscription into ef- 
r ect. Public opinion has already been 
expressed in decisive terms. What is 
Premier King waiting for—invasion 
before he decides on all out effort by 
’onscripting available resources of the 
nation? The people are ready for it. 
“My party first” seems to be the prime 
consideration at Ottawa at least by 
the politicians.
